GensnJ Haoison was called oat at 
maiqr ot the places and acknowledged 
the ovatioiMi tegoderad him with short 
and appropriate qweohes. 


At Pmnisbn qmte » orowd had gath- 
ered to irisfw the train. Asthepresident- 
eleot had retired for the ni^it, thoe 
was no demoostratioik, and the crowd 
gave evidence of disi^rpointment. 
The 
engines wece changed at Dennison, and 
a hot box on the lolanthe had to be doc- 
tored. After a stop of about seven min- 
utes the special was off again, and the 
remainder at the mn throned Ohio, 
West Virginia and into Penni^lvania 
was made at rapid rate oi speed until it 
reached Pittsboxg. 


PrmsBUBO, Feb. M.—Owing to the 
late honr there was no attempt at a 
demonstration at Pittsboxg. 
After 
changing enfi^es and crews, the special 
train started from Pittsborg on the 
Pennqrlvania road proper, at S.'AS a. m., 
in charge of Conductor John Pitcairn, 
Engineer Alex Pitcairn and Trainmas- 
ter Ed Pitcairn. 
Twenty-seven min- 
utes of the time lost west of Pittsburg, 
was made up between tiiat station and 
the Horse Shoe bend. 
The special 
swung around the famous bend at 6:46 
a. m. 


H a b b i s b u b o , Pa., Feb. 26.—The Har- 
rison spedal passed through Altoona 
without stopping. 
Several hundred 
people, including à large number of 1B- 
diea, had gathered about the station 
hoping to catch a glimpse of the presi- 
dent 
Bussell Harrison was th» only 
member of the party who was visible. 


At Bellewood, a small staticm just east 
of Altoona, about fifty n ^ were stand- 
ing on tiie platfom. The same soems 
were repeated at Teroan, Huntingdon, 
Mount 
Union, Lewiston 
Junction, 
Mifftew, Newport, 
Ihinoannon 
and 


Iforysville. 


Qeneral Harrison, owing 
to 
the 
sdiedule arranged for running the train, 
was unable to comply with ttie invita- 
tion of the governor and members of the 
legislature to visit the house of represen- 
tatives at Haxrisburg. 
At é o'clock 
General Harrison and his family break- 
i^ted and afterward Mrs. Harrison sent 
to the press correspondents a very hand- 
some basket ai flowers. 


The special train arrived at Harris- 
burg on time. 
There was a great 
orowd at the station and the enthusiasm 
was very high. 


Tobk, Pa., Feb. 26.—A« the special 
train drew into the Harrisburg station, 
the McKee babies were placed at the 
windows and bron^t forth a round of 
cheers from the surging crowd outside 
the station gates. Soon after the train 
came to a standstill the gates were 
thrown open, and there was a great rush 
for General Harrison's car. A commit- 
tee representing the legisUtun boarded 
the president's car and tendered their 
congratulations. 


The president-elect being oallsd for 
he stepped out on the rear platform of 
his car amid great dieering. When 
qiiiet had been restored General Ham- 
son addressed the Penni^lvanians as 
follows: 


<*My friends, I want to thank you for 
this friendly demonstiation.

All were eager to see 
General Harrison, and as the train ran 
throng the city slowly, tike distinguish- 
ed traveler took his place on the rear 
platform and bowed acknowledgments 
of the enthusiastic welcome of which he 
was the recipient Tne general also 
rode through Smyser on the rear plat- 
f<»m. 


After leaving the last named station 
the {»«sident-eleot visited the 
train 
guards in the combination oar, with 
whom he heartily shook hands. 
From 
this poiot to Baltimore there were no in- 
cidents of note. 


Baummobb, Feb. 26.—General Harri- 
son's special arrived at Union station at 
1H)5 p. m. 
Fully 7,000 people were on 
hand, including many negroes, and it 
may be safely asserted that the presi- 
dent-elect during his trip from Indian- 
apolis to the national capital received no 
more kindly greeting and hearty welcome 
than was accorded in democratic Balti- 
more. 


There were about 300 persons who, by 
special favor, had been given the privi- 
lege of going within the nuling to the 
the tracks, but the great crowd filled 
the outside platform; the Charles street 
bridge, which spans the railroad tracks, 
and the long flight of stairs leading from 
the station up to the street

When the car had finally been re-at- 
tached to the train a scene, rai-ely wit- 
nessed, ensued. 
The orowd on the

er. Hundreds of them clambered over 
the iron fence, others carried the de]X>t 
masters before them and forced entrance 
by the gates, until 2,000 people swarmed 
and crowded on iihe track.

the president-elect. 


This continued for some six or seven 
minutes, the engineer of the s 
daring to move his engine witiiiRiman 
beings standing even^iii^B wheels. 
General Harrison sprfrod and bowed as 
he stood huA^àS^, and shook hands 
with as 
as could reach him. 


lâS p. m., the tracks wera 
comparatively, at least, and the 
ttain moved out General Harrison, 
Mre. Harrison, Mrs. McKee, Secretary 
Halford, and a couple of others, stood 
on the rear platfmm, the general bow- 
ing his acknowledgements to the cries 
'*God qpeed," until the train passed 
into the tunnels.

L(Hnx>N, Feb. 26.—Piggott has <xmi- 
fessed that the alleged PameU letters, 
upon which the caaes of the Tfme$ were 
baaed, are forgeriea. 
This morning, 
when the PameU commission re-assem- 
bled, Sir Charlee Bussell said he had a 
statement to make. He then caused a 
sensation by saying that on Satuktay 
Piggott went to Mr. Labourchere's oflloe 
and in the presence of Mr. George Aust- 
ugns Sala, made a confession that the 
Pamell letters were forgeries. 


ffir Charles Bussell, after making this 
statement applied to presiding Justice 
Hannen for a warrant for Piggott's ar- 
rest 
Sir James Hannen said that the 
warrant would be ready in an hour. 


The Time$ counsel were then asked if 
t h ^ would proceed with thrár case. 


Attorney General Webster 
replied 
that they had no other witness ready, 
and that it would be necessary for them 
to consider what course they would 
take, and also whether they would re- 
sume aUy part of it. 


Piggott was called to the stand and the 
court waited for him to take his place. 
The witness however did not appear 
and his counsel was asked where he was. 
The hitter replied that Piggott had left 
his hotel last night at 11 o'clock and 
that he (counsel) was ingnorant of his 
presMit whereabouts. 


This statement caused a great sensa- 
tion and the private opinion was that 
Piggott had made his escape. 


i^ir James Hannen said that ^ e 
court would stand adjourned for a half 
hour, to allow the witness to appear. 
If Piggott does not come at the expira- 
tion of that time his papei-sat the latest 
will probably be seized. 


Sir Oharles Bussell stated to the court 
that he possessed letters and documents 
which fixed Piggott as the forger of the 
letters. He also said that Pi^^tt had 
confessed to Solicitor Lewis that he was 
the forger. Mr. L«bourchree and Mr. 
Pamell, both of whom were present 
would corroborate his statement r^pard- 
ing Piggott's oonfessiou. 


Piggott, uninvited, called at 
Mr. 
Labourchere's, on Saturday, and said 
that he desired to confess. Mr. Labour- 
chere would not listen to him unless 
witnesses wele present. 
Whereupon 
witnesses were called, including Mr. 
Sola, and Piggott made the confession 
as stated. 


The confession of the forger was then 
produced. In it Piggott admits that he 
forged all the letters ascribed to Messrs. 
Egan, Pamell, Davitt and Okley. 
He 
also admits that he perjured himself be- 
fore the commission. 


Attomey General Webster stated that 
yesterday morning Mr. Shannon re- 
ceived a letter from Piggott and he 
would call Shannon to prove it if the 
Pamell counsel desired. 
Sir Charles 
Bussell said he regretted that he had not 
heard of the letter earlier. 
"Whatever 
course Sir Bichard Webster takes," 
he continued, "we propose to pursue 
our aim. 
We insist upon a thorough 
^ayestigation of the matter, as it is de-

faith that they have got it about as near 
right as it can be made. • 


As tiie bin stands—and so it will go 
into the volume of legislative acts—it 
provides tiiat the state board of educa- 
tion shall oonstitute a board of commis- 
sioners for sdeeting' or procuring the 
compilafcion of a series of text books, 
none of which shaU contain anything of 
partisan or sectarian character, and 
all of them shall be at least equal in size 
and quality as to matter, material, style 
of binding and mechanical execution to 
the books now in general use. The 
oommissionets shall advertise for sealed 
pK^sosidé from publidiers of text books 
to furnish them for a term of five years, 
stating specifically the price at which 
each book will be furnished. Proposals 
shall also be received from authors 
who have manuscripts of books and 
from persons who are willing to under- 
take the compilation of books. All bids 
by publishers must be accompanied by 
a bond for $60,000, acceptable to the 
governor, and be it provided that no 
bid shall be considered unless accom- 
panied b j an affidavit that the bidder is 
in nowise, directly or indirectly, con- 
nected with any other bidding firm, and 
that he is not a party to any compact, 
^dicate or scheme whereby the bene- 
flts of competition are denied to the 
people of the state. 
If any com- 
petent author offers to give tiie state 
the use of his books, the commissionerB 
are reqiured to accept it. 
The board 
shall not contract for books which will 


cost school patrons more than the fol- 
lowing prices: SpeUing book, 10 cents, 
first reader, 10; second reader, 15; third 
reader, 25; fourth reader, 30; fifth 
reader, 40; intermediate arithmetic, 35; 
o(nnplete arithmetic, 45; 
elementary 
geography, 30; complete geography, 75; 
elementary English grammar, 25; com- 
plete English grammar, 40; physiol(^, 
35; history of the United States, 50, and 
copy books, 5. 
It is required that it 
shall be made a part of the terms and 
conditions of every contract that the 
state shall not be liable to any contrac- 
tor for any sum, but the contractors 
shall receive their pay solely and ex- 
clusively from the sale of the books. 
After the contracts have been made the 
governor shall issue a proclamation 
announcing the fact to the people, 
and within 
thirty 
days after 
its 
publication the trustees of every school 
corporation in the state shall certify to 
the superintendent of their respective 
counties the number of text-books that 
will be required in their schools. 
The 
county superintendent shall forthwith 
transmit the requsitions to the state 
superintendent, who in turn will make a 
requisition upon the contractor for the 
books, which must be shipped directly 
to the county superintendents. 
The 
books can be sold for cash only, and the 
trustees are held liable on their official 
bonds for the. money. 
The trustees 
shall make settiements every 
three 
months. Special bonds for carrying out 
the provisions of the act are required 
from county superintendents; The only 
i^ropriation provided for in the act is 
$1,000, to be used in paying the adver- 
tising expenses. It is estimated that 


the cost of new books complete for the 
whole state, under the fixed scale of 
prices, will not exceed $300,000, but if 
new books are not adopted it will be 
proportionately less.

His idea was ttat the gaUeoy 
could be diqienfled wifli, and by build 
ing the church, ohapel and parlcm all at 
once the saving would be such that the 
whole could be erected for little more 
than the original building would cost, 
as the cutting out of tìie gallezy, and 
the building of a thinner wall between 
the structure« would be a great saving. 


As the neoesnties of the congregatiou 
demanded these the building committee 
approved of the idea, «id accordingly 
they went to the, architect, Mr. Frank 
B. Eendrick, of 188 Calhonn street, 
with instructions that he should revise 
his plans, and include a diapel and par- 
lors. Throu^ his kindness in permit- 
ting a SENTumi representative to view 
the drawings we are enabled to give our 
readers tiiis pen-picture of the contem- 
plated struotnre. 


THB OHUBOH PBOPSK. 


The ehurch will be of briok, except 
the ftxmt, whidi will be of Michigan 
sandstone, 
with 
Bedford limestone 
trimmings, and the style of architecture 
piodem Bo^nanesque. 
It will have two 
main entrancee, one at the northeast 
comer, and the other at the northwest 
comer, over 
whidi a stone 
tower 
seventy-eig^t feet 
mil be erected. 
The frontage will be sixty-four feet, and 
will be constracted in circular form, 
smnethii^ rarely seen; depth, eighty* 
two feet. 
The inside dimensions of the 
auditorium will be 58x76 feet, with 
ceiling 31 feet in the dear. 
The floor 
will be raised and the seatings arranged 
in circular form, with two main center 
aisles, two side aisles and short auxil- 
iary ones. 
On a raised semi-cironlar 
platform at the south end the pulpit will 
be erected; above and back of that the 
choir platform, and the organ south of 
that yet, under a Bomaneeque arch, 
light will be received from three laige 
window» in the north end, ^ d three on 
the east and west sides; also from li^^ts 
in the Clere story. 
The ceiling will be 
semi-circular in form up to the base of 
the dere stoay, which will rise twelve 
feet perpendicular and the ceiling will 
be level frwn that point. The Clere story 
will be lined and paneled in hard wood. 
Large ornamental brackets 
will be 
placed twelve feet apart in the Clere 
story, and between each of these will be 
three wiadows, thus making a continu- 
ous line of Clere stoiy windows around 
the whole building, save at the south 
end. The side walls will be plastered 
and decorated with frespoe, exc^t from 
the windows down, which will be hard 
wood wainscoating. At each side of the 
pulpit will be four large, hard wood 
columns, 
with curved capitals and 
carved imposts, from which will spring 
the arches covering the oigaa recess.

The Tim* couuuel were then ankvd if 


they would proceed with their cane.

of the Second Presbyterian church con- 
sidered the matter of building a new 
place of worship, and went HO far as to 
have plane drawn and a sketch of the 
building made. Rev. John M. Fulton 
was then pastor, but his poor health 
prevented his being able to take hold of 
the matter and push it forward. 80 
nothing more was done. 


In the fall he resigned the charge and 


Rev. J. L. Leeper, an able an energetic 
young divine, of Reading, Pa.,wugiveti 
a call. 
He was here but a abort time 


until he realized the great necessity of a 
new building, so he took up the matter 
when it had been dropped. 


The original plans for the new 


tore were for • church building with a 
gallery. His idea was that the gallery 
could b* dispensed with, and by build- 
ing the church, chapel and parlors all at 
once the saving would be such that the 
whole could be erected for little more 
than the original building would cost, 
as the cutting out of the gallery, aad 
the building of a thinner wall between 
.the structures would be a great saving. 


Ae the necessities of the congregation 


demanded these the building committee 
approved of the idea, and accordingly 
they went to the. architect, Mr. Frank 
B.K«ndriek, of 188 Calhoun street, 
with instruction, that h« should revise 
his plans, and include a chapel and par- 
Ion. Through his tindneee in permit- 
ting a Smrrnon. representative to view 
the drawinga we are enabled to give our 
readers this pen-picture of the contain 
plated structure.

, The tthnroh will be of brink, except 
the front, whidh will be of -Michigan 
•aadMoue,

trimmlngi, and the stylo ol architecture 
modem Ropianetqu*. 
It wilt have two 


main entrances, one at the uorttwut 
corner, and tbe other at the northwest 
corner, over which a stone tower 
•er«nty-eicht fert high will be erected. 
Tbe frontage will be aixiy-four feet, and 
will be constructed in circular form, 
something rawly teen; depth, eighty- 
two feet. 
The inaUe dimension* of tbe 


auditorium will be 68x76 feet, with a 
ooiUngSlfeettetbeokar. 
Tbe floor 


will be raited and tbe ieatiBgtf arranged 
in circular form, with two main oeutar 
aisles, two ride alulen and short auxil- 
iary ones. 
On a raised aemi-ttwcular 


platform at tbe soutb end the pulpit will 
be erected; above and back of that tbe 
eboir platform, and the organ south of 
tbat yet, under a Romanesque arch. 
Light will be received from three large 
windows in the netth end, jmd three on 
tbe east and wert sides; also from light- 
in the Clere story. 
The wiling will be 


ftemi-oironlar iu form up to the haw of 
the Olere stoty, which will riite twelve 
feet perpendicular and the veiling will 
be level from tbat point The Olere story 
will be lined and paneled in liard wood. 
Large ornamental bracket*! will be 
placed twelve feet apart in the Clero 
story, and between each of these will be 
three windows, thus making a continu- 
ous line of Clcro story windows around 
the whole building, nave at the south 
end. 
The side walls will be plastered 


and decorated with fresooc, except from 
the windows down, which will be hard 
wood waiuscoatiiig. At each sida of the 
pulpit will be four large, hard wood 
oolumnn, 
with carved capital* and 


carved imposts, from which will spring 
the arches covering the organ recess.

On the 
second floor of the chapel there-wffl'be;* 
gallery; twelve feet wide, on, three Hides, 
which may be used for , Sabbath school 
purposes, :and two rooms, one ' OR the 
west, 9x21 feet, to be used as a mission. 
sionary museum ; the one on the east, of 
about the same dimensions, as a kitchen. 
It will connect with the rooms below by 
a dumb waiter.

tibule, from which you may also enter 
the main auditorium and the ttloak 
room. 


On the west side of tho organ racofui 


there will l«i a cloak and library room, 
9x15 foel, through which entrance is 
gained to tbe pulpit, the choir platform, 
and UIA organ, 
(hi the east side of th« 


organ recess in a toilet room. 


The lights for the chapel will bo from 


aide windows, • and a Clere fitory, somo- 
what Himihir to that of the building.
